Closed Plants 


OT long ago two representatives of an automotive pub- 
lication visited an automotive specialty manufacturing | 
plant in New England. The gentleman whom they desired to 
see was out temporarily and while they waited for his return | 
they asked permission to go through the shops. After some 
hesitation a boy started to take them through, but scarcely 
was the tour started when a telephone call brought them 
back to the office. There was, it seems, an iron-clad rule that 
no visitors were to be admitted to the working departments 
of the plant. 

The reason for such a rule is hard to figure.. There was | 
nothing secret about the processes of manufacture of the 
parts being made. They are used on almost all motor ve- 
hicles. The work in the sheps was interesting but not un- 
usual. Conceivably the visitors in this case might have been | 
in a position to give a certain amount of helpful comment to 
the products in question. Yet they were rigorously shut out 
of the manufacturing areas of the plant. 

Automobile manufacturers long since gave up this 
secrecy at their plants. Henry Ford spends thousands of 
dollars on trained guides to conduct visitors through his 
plants. As a general thing the bigger the company the less 
the secrecy.

Various 


Phases Discussed and Solutions Offered 


| Editor, Automotive Daily News:— 


Is the bootlegging of automobiles 
a legitimate business? Yes, just so 
as manufacturers and their 
dealers continue certain practices. 

Those used car dealers who are 
now selling many makes of new 


| automobiles are legitimate used car 


dealers, men who have spent years 
of time, energy and money in build- 
ing up a business devoted entirely 
to the sale of used cars. They have 
been successful financially and 
otherwise in their business, there- 
fore, they are entitled to careful 
thought and consideration when 
discussing bootlegging of automo- 
biles and are not to be blamed if 
they take advantage of an oppor- 
tunity to make money through a 
means which they did not create. 
Must Find Soiution 

To secure used cars for resale 
they have solicited and purchased 
merchandise from local new car 
dealers, 75 per cent. of which is 
secured in this way. When secur- 
ing this merchandise they have 
found new car dealers who were 
overstocked with new cars, either by 
carelessness on their own part o1 
by lack of sales or loss of contract 
or by deliberately overstocking, or 
by being forced by the factory to 
order more cars than their district 
could consume. Every new car 
dealer facing such a situation must 
find a solution of his problem. Many 
dealers will take the easiest method 
of relieving themselves of _ this 
burden At present the _ easiest 
method is to sell the overstock to 
some one who can pay cash and 
who will pay the actual amount in- 
vested, or in some instances, a slight 
profit. 

Also Blames Dealers 

There is no reason for any manu- 
facturer to sell new cars directly to 
When he does he is 
employing unethical methods to say 
the least. If he has decided to 
change models and has a large stock 
of old models on hand, or parts to 
make such cars, or if he has a large 
stock of standard new cars due to 
overestimate of sales, then he should 
correct that situation by using his 
own dealers to work off this stock. 


| This suggestion may seem arbitrary,

It 
considered unethical. but the indus- 
try as a whole is responsible We 
have no right to say to a used cai 
dealer that he cannot sell new cars 
if and when the opportunity is pro- 
vided, nor can we dictate the 
he is to receive for them 
man is to be kept from handling 
new cars. then the manufacturer 
must adopt a way to prevent those 
cars from reaching him. There are 
many wavs in which the manufac- 
turer can do this. It is not a local 
or group dealers’ problem alone. In 
fact. the dealer cannot accomplish 
anything now: the blood of bootleg 
slaughter has been tested by both 
the manufacturer and bootlegger 
and only a major surgical operation 
will answer. 
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Drawing Salesmen Away 

Will we learn a lesson from 
bootlegging of new cars? In most 
instances. the men engaged in this 
business are making money out oi 
it. They buy new cars at dealers | 
cost, plus transportation, in some 
cases paying a small profit to the 
dealer, and then sell them so low 
that there is no profit to the boot- 
legger, gross or net, on the deal, 
occasionally enough to pay the 
salesman’s commission. This means 
of selling new cars is drawing good 
salesmen from new car dealers to 
bootleg dealers. 

By reducing the cost or list price 
of the new car. the consumer is 
convinced that he is securing a bar- | 
gain, therefore accepts so low an | 
appraisal on his used car that it 
can be disposed of at a profit. This 
is a matter of psychological sales- 
manship. It works in these cases 


Another Side of the Problem 

Let's look at another side of the 
problem: If a bootlegger can sell 
a price that 
means no net profit to him, but is 
able thereby to secure a trade-in at 
so low a price that he can resell 
and make a profit on it, is he not 
proving conclusively that the new 
car dealer does not know merchan- 
dising. or is careless in the conduct 
of his business, or is deliberately 
allowing the public to receive more 
money for the used car than i: 
necessary, and more than the dealer 
need to pay? If the bootleg dealer 
is making a profit out of this busi- 
ness, as most of them are reported 
and only a small num- 


the 


ers are able to make a profit, then 
is not the bootleg method of doing | 
business the proper one, and why | 
should not be adopted by all 
dealers? If the bootleg dealer can 
make a profit by his method, then 
is not the factory justified in stat- 
that the new car dealer can | 
make a profit in his business if he 
will only practice good business 
methods? Is the factory not en- 
titled to ask that their dealers 
change their methods make 
profits possible? 
Faults and Weaknesses 

The bootleg methed is. not the 
proper one, but I do believe that it 
is teaching the dealer a lesson and 
showing him his faults and weak- 
nesses Bootlegging cannot con- 
tinue, for the reason that its great- 
est sales benefit is reduction in list 
price and there is a limit to reduc- 
ing this figure However, wt i 
proven, by the financial success 
bootleg dealers, that the reduction 
in list price necessary to make a 
sale of new cars is not as great as 
the reduction. in allowance for the 
trade-in. The customer's eye is cen- 
tered on the cut in list price and 
not on the value or allowance on 
his trade-in. While we cannot re- 
duce the list price, we can by proper 
salesmanship convince tne buyer | 
that value received is the dominant | 
thing in this transaction. It should | 
work both ways. |
